Gainesville, Fla., May 12.—Marsha) C. 
H. Slaughter and Deputy Sheriff Chas. 
White, of Archer, Fla., were decoyed 
to a lonely spot near there at 3 o’clock 
this morning and assassinated. 

J. <A. Manning, anotber deputy, 
feigned death and escaped after being 
wounded. He shot one of the murder- 
ers, capturing him and his three sons, 
who are now in jail.

Slaughter received a message that 
there was a “skin"’ game in progress 
on the outskirts of the town. He dep- 
utized Deputies White and Manning 
and started for the scene. When the 
party approached the scene everything 
seemed to be quiet, they lay in

He Feigned Death.

He feigned death, and 
as the negroes started off shot Cain 
Perry, one of the Slegroes, and at the 
point of his mistol held up the three 
eons who were implicated in the shoot- 
ing. 

All four of the negroes were landed 
in‘jail, and feeling rungs high, violence 
being feared, 

The assassination of the two offi- 
cers follows the killing of Ben Stokes, 
a notorious “blind tiger’ operator, by 
Marshal Slaughter several months ago. 
Slaughter was forced to shoot in self- 
defense.

Mrs Bowlin Receives Bullets 


From Desperado's Gun, ” 


Knoxville, Tenn, May 12.—Fully 
twenty-five persons participated in a 
near riot at Jellico, Ky., this afternoon, 
and at least 150 shots were fired. As 
a result two persons are dead and sev- 
eral wounded. 

The trouble started when Marshal 
Tom Bowlin attempted to arrest Wiley 
Parton, who was shooting promiscu- 
ously on the etreet. Seeing the men 
firing at each other, Mrs. Bowlin, wife 
marshal, jumped in between 
and a second time in the heart, 
dying almost instantly. 

Parton was shot through the chest, 
and was dead when the smoke of bat- 
tle cleared away. Wesley Parton, a 
well-known feudist, and father of 
Wiley Parton, was also shot down, but 
how serious his wounds are cannot be 
told, as friends took him from the 
scene. 

Al Butcher, who supported the mar- 
shal, was shot through the neck, and 
is seriously hurt. Some of the by- 
standers say that~+Butcher fired the 
shot which took young Parton's life. 
Al Bowlin, another of the wounded, 
was clubbed on the head with a gun, 
and is seriously injured. ‘The latter is 
a brother of the marshal. 

Adding to the excitement of the oc- 
casion Marshal Bowlin attempted to 
take his own life when he found that 
his wife had sacrificed her life to save 
him. A pistol with which he would 
have shot himself was knocked from 
his hand by a friend.

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CHICAGO PRINTERS 
WILL NOT STRIKE 


President Lynch Pleased by the 
Vote—He Says Contracts 
Must Be Observed. 


Chicago, May 12.—By a vote of 1,099 
to 655, members of the Typographical 
Union today voted not to go on strike 
in sympathy with the pressmen who 
are out in all Chicago daily. news- 
paper offices. J. M. Lynch, interna- 
tional president of the Typographical 
Union, and Walter W. Barrett, presi- 
dent of the Chicago local, expressed 
themselves as well pleased with the 
result. 

“This vote is final,” said President 
Lynch. “I am well pleased with the 
result. I believe the pressmen who 
are out and the stereotypers who went 
out in sympathy with them are well 
able to take care of themselves. It 
would have been a bad thing to have 
broken our contract with the publish- 
ers. It could not have been done by 
clear-headed men who  Delieved in 
fairness.” 

The pressmen were downcast over 
the failure of the Typographical Union 
to join them. 

President James M. 
noon address to. the printers was 
couched in plain language. Recalling 
the strike of the printers in 1905 and 
1906, he said he had gone to the inter- 
national officers of the pressmen’s 
union and urged them not to make a 
new contract for longer than eight 
hours a day. Despite his pleading, he 
continued, a nine-hour contract was 
signed, and the printers were left to 
fight their battle alone. That was not 
the only time the printers had been 
forced “to make their own fights, he 
declared.

ARCHIE BUTT NOT SENT TO ROME, 


‘SO PRESIDENT TAFT DECLARES 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, D. C., May 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-President Taft, before leaving 
for Ohio, issued a complete, sweeping 
and vigorous denial of the stories that 
he sent Major Archie W. Butt on a 
mission to the vatican, which led to 
Major Butt’s loss on the Titanic. 

The report is declared to be wholly 

without foundation and an insidious 
attempt to arouse religious prejudice. 
The real truth of the matter, accord- 
ing to the president, is that when Ma- 
jor Butt set out on a trip for his 
health, which ineluded a visit to Rome. 
he asked the president for a letter of 
introduction which would gain him an 
audience with the pope, such an audi- 
ence as is sought by a great many 
Americans. The president acceded to 
the request of his military aide and 
gave him a formal letter of introduc- 
tion. . 
“The letter contained nothing but a 
statement of who. Major Bytt was,” 
said Mr. Taft, ®and an expression of 
the hope that he might have the honor 
of being received.” i” 

Continuing, the president says that 
the only answer he received was a tel- 
egram from the papal secretary of 
state, Cardinal Merry Del Val, express- 
ing condolence over the Titanic dis- 
aster, and making inquiry ase to the 
fate of Major Butt.. To this -.the presi- 
dent replied in the usual course of 
business. 

“The letter introducing Major Butt 
contained do reference to the recent 
appointment of American cardinals and 
no cOmment on, or reference to, the 
Catholic church or any matter relat- 
ing to it,” saye the chief executive, 

Taft’s Statement. 

President Taft's signed 
follows: 

“Among the insidious methods of 
attack pursued by some against me is 
the attempt to arouse religious -preju- 
dice on the charge that I am in some 
manner ‘unduly favoring the Roman 
Catholic church. tI has been my offi- 
cial purpose, first as governor general 
of the Philippines, second as secretary 
of war, and third as president, to en- 
courage every churoh as far as pos- 
sible, where this does not involve in- 
Vidious distinctions and does not de- 
part from the rule which separates our 
state from official relations to all 
clrurches. I have unduly favored no 
church, but have treated them all] with 
absolute impartiality.

Taft Charges Conspiracy.

congratulations to the newly appoint- 
ed apgstolic delegate by wireless to 
the indoOming steamer wiich was bear- 
ing him to New York. No such mes- 
sage was sent by me or by anyone by 
my authority. A denial of the pub- 
lished report was issued @m the white 
house, but the denial has obtained no 
publicity. ' 

“The statement that I suspended an 
order made by the [Indian commissioner 
affecting the garb of teachers in cer- 
tain Indian schools which have been 
transferred from the Catholic church 
to the government ts true. I did this, 
for the reason that the commissioner 
had itssued the order after consultins 
with the secretary of the interior and 
without awaiting his conclusions. The 
propriety of the order has now bean 
made the subject of an open, free dis- 
cussion by all parties in interest, and 
the decision of the secretary of the 
interior will soon be handed down. I 
say nothing of the merits of the con- 
troversy except that the order revered 
a condition which has existed for vears 
and affected thirty or forty teachers 
who, as nuns, had been long before my 
time incorporated in the service of ihe 
government and who would be in ef- 
fect expelled from that service by the 
order, should it prevail. They. were, 
therefore, entitled to a full hearing.

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CAPT. CHARLIE STUART 


Ga., May 12.- 
Stuart celebrated his 
84th birthday yeSBterday and numbers 
of his friends called on him at 
home here to offer tHeir congratula- 


tions. 

As proprietor for more than twenty 
years of the well-known Stuart house, 
in Valdosta, and then of the Stuart 
house, in Thomasville, Captain Stuart 
probably made a larger acquaintance 
among the traveling public than any 
man in Georgia and there was never 
a more popular landlord. In spite 
of his having gone beyond his three- 
score ald ten years no man enjoyed 
the confederate reunion in Macon more 
than Captain Stuam, and in his uni- 
form of gray he was able to step 
around wtih ‘‘the’ boys” in a way that 
many a younger man doubtless envied. 
Serving all through the war, he was 
wounded five times by the enemy's bul- 
lets, orfe wound through the left lung 
coming near proving fatal. 

Captain Stuart was born in Balti- 
more and was a brother of the famous 
actor, Stuart Robson, who just re- 
versed his name when going 
the stage. 

Captain Stuart has many interesting 
things to tell of the changes he has 
geen and the many inventions of which 
nothing was Known .when he was 
young. Among other things, he was 
present wheg the first telegraph wire 
in the Unifed States was completed 
between Washington and Baltimore 
and the first message was sent over 
it. He gays the people crowded the 
streets of Baltimore watching the 
wires, the majority of them thinking

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THE COST OF AMERICAN “JUSTICE.”’ 


A statement made by former District Attorney Jerome, of New 
York, with regard to the Thaw case, illustrates the depressing 
farce to which the administration of law in this country too fre- 
quently descends. Combating Thaw’s latest attempt to regain his 
freedom, Mr. Jerome declared that the insanity ‘phase of the case 
alone had cost the state of New York $54,000. The total expense 
of prosecuting Thaw must mount into formidable totals. And, as 
it is, a great many people consider the law has wen little more than 
i” in this particular instance. 

Had Thaw been unable to command almost unlimited funds 
justice would have been done both him and society with probably 
a tenth of the expenditure in time and money, if that much. It is 
the rich criminal who most often makes a mockery of judicial proc- 
esses in this country, with resources that enable him to employ 
lawyers capable of finding endless technicalities and of taking ad- 
vantage of every opening for delay contained in our intricate and 
antiquated judicial system. The malefactor of wealth is not, how- 
ever, the only drain upon society. Maudlin sympathy and the re- 
luctance of juries to convict time and again give the criminal of 
even slender means an unjust handicap as against the community. 

Every notable civil or criminal case that develops in America 
stresses newly the need for sweeping judicial reform. The wonder 
is the people are so patient with a dilatory congress and the legis- 


latures, 
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HOW MANY WERE PREVENTABLE? 


A bulletin issued by the interstate commerce commission states 
in the quarter ending December 31, 1911, 242 persons were killed 
and 4,706 injured on the railroads in this country. A slight decrease 
in the number killed and a perceptible increase in the number in- 
jured is recorded over the similar period for Igro. 

It would be interesting to know how many of these accidents, 
whether ending in death or disability, were preventable. It is in 
the past year that the laws governing safety appliances, on trains 
proper, and in their operation, have become most generally effective. 

It is universally recognized that no amount of human caution 
or mechanical ingentity will forestall all accidents. Wherever the 
human equation enters, or so long as the stoutest metal can break 
or the mast cunning device become disordered, we must expect 
casualties of greater or less importance. 

Nor must it be forgotten that trespassing, as The Constitution 
pointed out recently, accounts for a large number of killings charg- 
ed up to thé railroads. Persons ordinarily caerful in crossing a 
street or negotiating a country road seem to fling caution to the 
winds when they have to do with a railroad. : 

But it is possible, by the use of scientific appliances, whatever 
the cost, and the ¢mployment of the proper number of competent 
men, to bring accidents to a minimum. The same principle extends 
to the careful selection of equipment, only the strongest being 
purchased, and then maintained in the highest degree of efficiency. 

It. is the primaty right of the traveling public to demand of the 
railroads that they bring all these factors to bear, to the end of

Indianapolis, Ind., May 12.—With 260 
delegates present the socialist national 
convention, was organized in this city 
today. Rules and an order of bueai- 
hess were adopted and committees are 
to be elected tomorrow. The conven- 
tion will formulate its platform on 
Wednesday and Thursday and on Fri- 
day will nominate candidates for pres- 
ident and vice president of the United 
States. 

One of the most important questions 
to be determined is there formal atti- 
tude of the party toward the Indus- 
trial Workers of the World. 

“Conservative socialists will demand 
that the convention go on record as dé- 
nouncing the methods of the Industrial 
Workers,” said Congressman Victor 
Berger, ‘of Wisconsin, of the executive 
committee. “Ten to one the delegates 
are opposed to ‘direct action’ and oth- 
er violent principles of the Industrial 
Workers. The socialist party cannot 
afford to continue to be embroiled with 
this riotous organization. There has 
been too much of this onthe Paeific 
coast and elsewhere.” 

William D. Haywood, also a member 
of the socialists’ executive committee 
and a leader of the Industrial Work- 
ers, said he expected criticisms of the 
organization on the floor of the con- 
vention...

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STOCK MARKET 
STILL DROPPING 


Decline Considered in the Na- 
ture of a Correction of 
Previous Excess. 


New York, May 12.—The stock mar- 
ket last week underwent some further 
speculative deflation, which went to- 
wards correction of previous excess. 
Suspicion of the éxcess, at first 
aroused by signs of undue manipula- 
tive operations, was confirmed by va- 
rious events proving the undue as- 
sumptions of the rate of business ad- 
vance on which the rise in stocks had 
been based. The accumulation of a 
short interest in the course of the de- 
cline gave the market some resiliency 
at times, but the speculation showed 
hesitation about an immediate resump- 
tion of an advance, 

The government crop report con- 
firmed definitely tne fears of the large 
proportion of wheat planted in the fall, 
which had been killed by the severe 
winter. Evidence that this fact had 
spent its force as a speculative fac- 
tor was seen in the reaction in the 
wheat market itself. The belief per- 
sists that it is still too early to esti- 
mate the year’s crop results. Possi- 
bilities of replanting the acreage of 
winter wheat plowed under are kept 
in mind The belated season Keeps 
alive anxiety in this respeot, both for 
grains and cotton. The agricultural 
outlook as a whole is regarded as 
hopeful and encouraging.

Cotton should 
all be planted by the 15th or 20th, at 
the latest. Let the poorer land lie 
out, or be planted in cowpeas when 
there is a “convenient sé@ason.” 

As a general rule I would prepare 
a field and then turn round and plant 
it, and continue until it is judged to 
be too late to plant cotton. When a 
farmer has managed to bar off the cot- 
ton stalks, intending, but hitherto pre- 
vented, to burst out the stalks, put in 
fertilizer and bed on it; it might be 
wise to plant on the list already made, 
strew the fertilizer along in one of 
the listing furrows (the first rain will 
cover or soak it in) and burst out the 
middles as soon as the planting is fin- 
ished—covering the fertilizer at the 
same time, 


First Aid to Late Cotton. 


This is an emergency in which the 
value of nitrate of, soda as a “first aid” 
to the belated cotton will be realized 
as never before. It may be strewn 
along in one of the furrows made by 
the coverer, or right on top of the 
covered seed, at the rate of thirty to 
fifty pounds per acre, and it will give

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FIRE-BLIGHT OF PEAS. 

J. E. 8S. Okolona, Ark.——-I am inclos- 
ing you a twig from one of my pear 
trees that has just begun to blight. 
This tree is about 4 years old, and now 
has its first crop. The tree its about 20 
or 30 feet from a smokehouse, and, of 
course, the earth has some salt in it. 


But there is one tree much closer than |

this one, ahd it is in fine growing or- 
der. This one was fine until about a 
week ago, It looKs*healthy now, ex- 
cepting the ends of some of the twigs. 
There are no old trees nearer than a 
mile that I know of The growth has 
been exceptional until now, and this 
tree looks fine, only the ends of the 
twigs, and a h@althy-looking twig will 
become blighted or turn black and 
become coated with some sticky sub- 
stance within ten hours. Please advise 
me what to do to save it or the other 
trees. I have forgotten the name. It is 
nursery stock from north Arkansas. 

P. 8.—These are twigs of this year’s 
growth. If allowed to remain on the 
tree the wood and bark become dark. 
I have been cutting the blighted limbs 
off as fast as they appear. Have. never 
used a spray or any preparation except 
wood ashes. Have cut.the trees back 
until this year. 

Answer—The specimen of twig you 
send indicates that your pear tree has 
been attacked by what is commonly 
known as fire-blight. I am surprised 
that you do not recognize it at once, 
and that you are not aware that there 
is no cure or preventive that is wholly 
reliable and effective. It is one of those 
Plant diseases’ that have baffled 
science, which go far has not been able 
to discover its cause or devise a rem- 
edy for it. It is supposed to be caused 
by a bacterium which may be carried 
from one tree to another on the feet 
and beaks of birds, or by insects. It 
rarely attacks a tree before'the jatter 
has blossomed for the first,time. rees 
srowing in a rich, well-cultivated soil 
are most likely to be attacked. The 
disease spores, or bacteria, are believ- 
ed to find entrance most readily in the 
flowers of the tree. The only partial 
preventive is to cut out. the diseased 
twigs 10 or 12 inches below the blight- 
ed portion and burn them. 


DISKING IN COWPEAS, 

Cc. J. H., Edison, Ga.—I wish to ask 
You some questions in regard to s0w- 
ing peas with a disk harrow. Do you 
think it would be all right to use the 
harro wto plow them in with? What 
has been your experience with peas 
Plowed in that way? Please give me 
your advice in the matter. 

Answer—There is no objection to 
putting in cowpeas with a disk harrow

RATS IN CORNCRIB. WEEVILS ALSO. 

V. P. Gue, Norway, 8S. C.—Please send 
me a formula to keep rats out of corn: 
also weevils. - I have seen it in your 
columns of The Constitution, ‘I forgot 
it last fall when I gathered, and now 
the rats are about to eat my pile of 
corn up. I thought I would pull the 
corn pile down and apply the remedy 
and then pile it back. You wil] gzreat- 
ly oblige me if you wil] tell me what 
it is to put on it to keep them out; 
also how to prepare and use it. 

Answer—I have no specific for keep- 
ing rats out of a corn crib. The best 
I ever tried, and which is absolutely 
effective, igs to line the walls and floor 
of the corn crib with woven wire, with 
meshes four ‘to .the inch. This. size 
would be effective against both rats 
and mice, but a one-half-inch or three- 
fourths-inch mesh would guffice for 
rats. 

To destroy weevils and other insects, 
carbon bisulphide is the thing to use 
Place the liquid in shallow tins about 
over the level top of the pile of corn 
at the rate of about one pound to 
100 cubic feet of space occupied by the 
grain. But this treatment will be of 
no avail except in a practically air- 
tight crib or bin, at least from the 
top of the mass of grain downward, in- 
cluding the floor, as well ag the side 
walls. Carbon bisulphide tr very vol- 
atile and intlammable and there should 
be no fire about where it ig used. It 
does its work in about. thirty-six 
hours. 
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PEANUT CULTURE. 

L. C. Vollrath, Walhalla, S. C.—I am 
thinking of planting a. ut an acre of 
Spanish peanuts, and would like 
know What Kind of fertilizer and how 
much to use to the acre. 

How many bushels should an acre 
produce? My land is good, and if I 
plant bottom land it is‘a kind of sandy 
land, like most bottom land is in this 


country, and if I plant upland it will 


be a kind of red land. 

Which do you think best for the pea- 
nuts? The season is getting so late 
and the farmers so far behind I believe 
I can make more in per nuts than cot- 
ton. 

This is a corn-growing spot in here, 
and people don’t raise much cotton 
anyway. 

My brother won the prize 
Boys’ Corn Club contest last 
making 111 bushels to the acre. 

If anyone would like to try some 
of the corn, which I know you will 
like, I will"exchange a peck or half a 
bushel for some Brown Leghorn hens 
or anything. useful, or 1 will send a 
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small package for five 
velopes. 
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. Amswer—The formula that I recom- 
mend for peanuts ig No. 4, the same 
that I advibe for clover, vetches, cow- 
peas and other legumes, as follows: 
Formula No. 4. 
For cowpeas, vetch, clover, etc. (le- 
sumes). 3 
Acid phosphate, 14 per cent...1,000 Ibs. 
(Or if 16 per cent, 87 Ibs.) 
Murilate of potash............. 100 1bs. 
1,100 Ibs.

This would analyze about 12.73—4.56. 
I would apply from 250 to. 300 pounds 
per acre on the bottom land and 300 
to 400 pounds per acre on the uplands. 
On the latter it is advised to apply 
about §0 pounds per acre of nitrate of 
soda just as the plants are coming up 
Or just before plowing the first time, 
dropping it down midway between the 
plants. I would rather prefer the up- 
land. Average yield in North Caro- 
lina and Virginia about 50 bushels per 
acre, or 30 to 100 bushels. 

i HOLLOW HORN. 

A. 8S. Redding, Crystal Sprinks, 
Mias.—I want your remedy for hollow 
horn, or rather what you always give 
to persons inquiring for a remedy. I 
know there is no such disease, but J 
don’t know how else to specify what I 
want. Two of the ingredients are 
nux vomica and sulphate of fron, but J 
don’t remember the third ingredient. 
I've used it successfully in Georgia 
and found it a fine tonic to give cows 
and Other stock in the spring. Thank- 
ing you in advance for an early reply 
and appreciating past favors. 

Answer—I do not recall that I ever 
Bave a remedy for a case of “hollow 
orf,” because I do not know what is 
the disease or conditions that some 
people call by that name, It is prob- 
able that there have been instances 
where inquirers described the condi- 
tion and symptoms and calleq it “hol- 
low horn” in which have prescribed 
for the symptoms. You do not give 
the symptoms, and therefore I cannot 
confidently advise treatment for what 
you may conclude is “hollow horn” or 
corresponds to what is so called. The 
following is a g0oq tonic for a cow 
with poor digestion. Tue animal may 
eat its food at times ang at others it 
will eat only part of it. The hair be- 
comes dry, the back arched a little and 
the skin tight on the ribs, the eyes 
sunken; she wil] grind her teeth and 
at times seem to be in pain, and there 
is a little fever. Treatment: Give at 
one dose 1 to 1% pounds of Epsom 
salts in % gullon of water with 1 
ounce of ground ginger. When this 
operates give the following: Boil a 
teacupful of flaxseed to a pulp in 2 
gallons of water ang while hot pour 
it over half pail of bran and make a 
mash of it. Give a mash of this kind 
once a day and continue it for a few 
weeks. . Also give 1 ounce of tincture 
of ginger, 1 ounce of tincture of gen- 
ounce of tincture of ifon in 
1 pint of water twice daily. Whether 
the condition of your cow corresponds 
to the symptoms I have supposed above 
will have to determine for your- 
lt would obviously have been 
better had you given the symptoms and 
let me determine what would be proper 
to give her. 


BAD MILK. DYSPEPTIC OX. 

S. E. A., Leesville, S&S C.—I have a 
milk cow with third calf, 5 months old, 
Siving two gallons per day and butter 
according. She is tn fairly good order 
for milk cow, stal] fed on cotton seed 
meal and hulls, about three quarts 
meal per day. Her milk seems al! 
right when sweet, but as soon as it 
begins to sour a 
the nature of Whey and water rises 
On the top and entirely destrays the 
cream. If tHe milk is skimmed while 
sweet and the cream churned for a 
while this same liquid settles at the 
bottom of churn. 

I also have an ox 9 years old, in 
daily service, that is in poor condition; 
has no appetite and hair turns to- 
wards head; fed on cotton seed meal 
and hulls. Will you please advise 
what remedy to use for each case? 

Answer—It is probable that the 
milk of your cow has been contami- 
nated by the wrong species of bacteria, 
most probably from impurities in the 
atmosphere of the stable in which her 
is located. Every owner of a 
should learn that the ordinary 
or fermentation in milk are 
certain low forms of plant

life called bacteria, or fungi. 
velopment of these bacteria ¥ mil- 
lions to the pint is the cause *@ milk 
“turning,” or “souring,” or “ripening.” 
Under favorable conditions of cieanli- 
ness and light the species of bacteria 
that produce the normal, healthy 
changes in milk are most abundant, 
getting their start even in the udder 
before the milk is drawn, but in un- 
favorable conditions, unhygienic condi- 
tions in the stable, wading in marshy, 
filthy water, etc., the abnormal or 
“had” bacteria get the upper hand, 80 
to speak; they get the start on the 
good kind and not only set up abnor- 
ma] changes*in the milk, but also in- 
fest every vessel used in handling the 
milk, the room or place where it is 
kept—the flioor, shelving, strainers, 
churns, the clothing of the milker, ete. 

The remedy is somewhat obvious and 
consists in thoroughly cleaning up and 
disinfecting everything connected with 
cow, the milk, the vessels used, the 
place where it is kept, etc., commenc- 
ing at the stable or barn and ending 
at the churn. Clean out the stall, scat- 
ter lime over the floor or ground, 
whitewash with lime made up with 
quick lime and water containing 5 per 
cent of carbolic acid. Wash first with 
tepid water and then scalding water, 
all vessels, cloths, strainers, shelving, 
etc. Cover the vessel into which the 
milk is drawn with a clean, scalded, 
cheesecloth (double thick) and Keep it 
covered until the milk is set to ripen 
in tins that are absolutely clean. Put 
into each pan or can a half pint or so 
of mice, good buttermilk (borrowed 
front a neighbor who has_ no such 
trouble) and you will thus give the 
normal or “good” bacteria the start of 


‘the other kind, and vou will probably 


have overcome the difficulty and will 
not be bothered again if ordinary care 
and cleanliness be exercised. I would 
also change the food gradually, every 
month or so, so as to “cut out” the 
cotton meal entirely for a week or 
two. 

Now for thé ox: First, I would grad- 
ually cut out the corn meal] and hulls 
and substitute corn meal, peas, bran. 
middlings and hay for two or three 
weeks or until his appetite and diges- 
tion shall have been restored. But 
at once give him 1% pounds of Epsom 
salts and 1 ounce of ground ginger in 
one-half gallon of cold water. When 
the salts have Operated have ready a 
mixture of 4 ounces each of powd 21d 
Ssaltpeter and copperas divided into 24 
powders. Make a bran mash by pour- 
ing a gallon of hot water over half 
pail of bran, put in one of the pow- 
ders and give it when the mash cools. 
It should occur. to everyone that in 
a case of indigestion and poor appe- 
tite the food should be gradually 
changed, especially if the anima] has 
been fed on a ration of cotton meal 
and hulls for some time. Cotton meal 
and hulls is a good feed, but ought 
to be suspended occasionally and some- 
thing else substituted. 


°“MUT OR BLAST OF OATS. 

Mr. A. G MeKinney, Travelers Rest, 
S. C., says his oats sown in eotton 
field last fall are very fine, but from 
one-fourth to one-half of the heads 
are smutted, and wants to know the 
cause of it, whether the oats will do 


to / for seed, whether the smut will in- 
_jure animals fed on the oats. 


To 
which the reply is: Smut or blast in 
oats (and also wheat) is a_ species 
of fungus which is propagated by the 
fine black dust or smut, which every 
particle of wheat is a “spore,” or geed. 
These adhere, in part, to the sound 
grains and germinate when the seeds 
germinate and enter into the stems 
and up into the heads of oats or wheat, 
reproducing another lot of spores or 
seeds. This smut is not at all harm- 
ful to stock, but is very damaging to 
the yield of grain. Every fall, at sow- 
ing time( see issue of October 16, 1911) 
i give the simple treatment that is 
an absolute preventative of smut or 
blast. 

Sprinkle the seed oats or wheat go 
as to thoroughly wet every grain with 
a dilution of one pint of formalin 
(about 40 cents at drug store) in forty 
gallons of water, requiring about one 
gallon of the dilution to each bushel. 
Shovel the mass of grain over and

BUFFALO GNATS AND HORN FLIES. 
tell me what will keep Buffalo gnats 
and horn flies off of cattle through the 
columns of your paper. ‘ 

Answer—Buffalo gnats lay their eggs) 
in clusters on stbnes, etc., just a few 
inches above thé surface of running. 
water. The larval stages live in water 
and the adults remain in brush or 
woods near the stream until the fe- 
mades fly out in swarms and attack 

orses, cattle, mules, etc. They enter 
the mouth, nose and other openings of 
the body; they also bite the animals, 
and sometimes cause heavy losses of 
stock. 

The usual remedies-are to smear the 
animals with any kind of stinking oif, 
Such as whale or fish oil; burn 
smudges;; keep animals housed. 

The eggs of the hornfly are laid in 
the dung. These hatch out and the 
larvae live in the dung four to six 
days, then prepates, and five to ten 
days later the adult insect issues. Rem- 
edies: Smear. the cattle with equal 
parts of fish oil and tar, or with axle 
Brease; spray with kerosene emulsion. 
It is well to destroy the ase ae 
spreading the dung out so that it wil 
dry or by sprinkling lime over it. In 
some sections the farmers construct a 
kind of covered way which the’cattle 
are driven through, having a lighted 
glass cupola midway and brushes ar- 
ranged to brush off the flies and then 
settle in the glass cupola above Where 
they may be destroyed. Write to Dr. 
W. H. Dalrymple, V. S., of your state 
experiment station at Baton Rouge, La. 
He may have some later remedies than 
those given above. We have no Buf- 
falo gnats nor horn flies in this sec- 
tion.

J. E. Mason, 
have a mare 8 years oid 
something like chronic 
caused, I think, from indigestion. The 
actions are very thin and watery, like 
that of a cow, except much more 
watery. She has been in this condi- 
tion for about six months, and is thin 
in flesh, but gaining in flesh for the 
past three weeks. I have been feeding 
her. a ration of ground oats, shorts, 
ground corn meal, fodder, shucks and 
hay. She has a ravenous appetite for 
any kind of food. liave aiso been feed- 
ing her a stock food, put this. seems to 
do her no good. What can I do for her 
to stop her Lowels from “running off?’ 

Answer—I wouid rather call it 
chronic diarrhoea, as the symptoms de- 
scribed are not those of dysentery. The 
food is al! right as to kind, but be sure 
that all is sound and wholesome, and 
that the water is clean and pure. Give 
her 1% to 2 pints of raw linseed oil 
and 2 drams of fluid extract of belia- 
donna at one dose. After this has op- 
erated, if the diarrhoea doeg not stop, 
give one dram of powdered opium and 
one dram of camphor gum made into a 
ball; repeat in 4 hours if necess.iry. 
Sometimes a  tablespoonful each of 
ginger, gentian and chalk given in a 
quart of starch gruel every 3 2g 
hours will stop. it. Some horses are 
naturally what is called “washy,” 
and apt to “‘scour” it put to work— 
especially on the road—immediately 
after eating a full meal. Be careful to 
water before feeding, and not within 
an hour after feeding, and give at least 
an hour aiter feeding before putting 
to work. 

INCONTINENCE OF URINE, 

X., Taft, Tenn.—W ill you please give 
an answer to the following in the next 
issue of The Tri-Weekly Constitution? 
A few days ago 1 traded for a horse, 
said to be 16 years old. This horse is 
as fat as he can be, but there seems [to 
be something wrong about him. Fe 
makes water about four five times 
a day, and it seems as natural as any 
horse, but when he stands still it 
continues to drip from him and some- 
times it streams. This water is some- 
times milky and sometimes greenish 
in color, and again like normal urine. 
Now, if you can tell me what the 
trouble is and what to do [| will great- 
ly appreciate it. 

Answer—This is probably a form of 
what is known as enuresis, or inconti- 
nence of urine. It may be due to a 
relaxed state of the neck of the blad- 
der, or from Irritability of the bladder, 
and sometimes from stone in the blad- 
der. Give the animal 1 dram of the 
fluid extract of mux vomica three 
times a day; also 1 ounce of the tinc- 
ture of chloride of iron, both together 
in a pint of gruel. If this does not 
relieve in a week try injecting into the 
bladder % of a pint of solution of 
gum arabic in which % ounce (1 table- 
spoonful) of laudanum has been mixed. 
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NITRATE ON WHEAT. 

E. W. Flewers, Decatur, Ga.—I wish 
to know as to applying nitrate of soda 
to wheat. I have just finished the sec- 
ond application of 50 pounds per acre, 
making 100 pounds per acre. What I 
wish to know is does this soda increase 
the yield of grain, or does it only 
make more straw? Iam told by some 
of my neighbors as long as wheat had 
plenty of rain the use of nitrate of 
soda profited nothing. [ will thank 
you for any information as to using 
nitrate of soda on wheat—how much 
per acre and when to apply” 

Answer—Nitrate of soda _ supplies 
only nitrogen as plant food for crops, 
and this nitrogen is one of the three 
most important plant food 
In the form of nitrate it is immedi- 
ately soluble and available to the 
growing crop. It is just as necessary 
to the formation of every part of the 
plant as is phosphoric acid and potash, 
the other two important elements. 
Whether it should be applied to a crop 
depends largely upon what amount of 
fertilizer and its composition has been 
previously applied. If the fertilizer ap- 
plied when planting the crop contained 
a sufficiency of nitrogen it is doubtful 
if an additional application of nitrogen 
in any form would be of any advant- 
age to the crop, especially in the for- 
mation of seeds. An excessive dose of 
nitrogen tends to increase the “weed” 
or stems and foliage without adding 
materially to product of grain or other 
seed. To state it a little differently, if 
a crop received a et at planting 
(or before planting» at was deficient 
in. phosphate acid and potash, no 
amount of additional nitrogen--whether 
in the form of nitrate of soda, cotton 
meal, dried blood, or what not—can 
make up the deficiency. It is some- 
what like making a batch of biscuits. 
If the amount of “shortening” is not 
sufficient, no amount of baking pow- 
fier, or soda, or salt, will supply the 
deficiency. 

The quantity of rain has nothing to 
do with the problem, excem that if the 
ede, 5 be @ry dry an application of 
nitrate will not become effective until 
it rains. If you fertilize wheat (or 
other crops) liberally with cotton meal, 
stable manure or dried blood, which 
givesashort supply of phospharic acid, 
more nitrogen will not cure the defect, 
In any given case it is not practicable 
to say whether nitrate of soda would 
benefit a crop unless it is known what 
formula of fertilizer has already been 
applied. As a rule, nitrate. should be 
applied, if applied at all, to wheat at 
least a month earlier than May 1.

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Howells’ First Visit to Spain.

As the train took its time and ours 
in mounting the uplands toward Gra- 
nada, On the soft, but not too soft, 
evening of November 6, 1911, the air 
that came to me through the open 
window breathed as if from an au- 
tumnal night in the middle e¢ighteen- 
fifties in a little village of north- 
eastern Ohio. I was now going to gee 
for the first time the city where so 
great a part of my life was then 
passed, and in this breath the two 
epochs were bient in reciprocal asso- 
ctation.

The little room which struc- 
turally ceased fifty years,ago from the 
house that ceased @to be home even 
longer ago had returned to the world 
with me in it. and fitted perfectlv into 
the first-class railway compartment 
which my luxury had provided for it. 
From its window I saw through the 
car window the olive groves and white 
cottages of the Spanish peasants, with 
the American apple orchards and 
meatiowsa stretching to the primeval

Then, as the night deepened 
with me at my book, the train slipped 
slowly from the hills, and 
leaving the Ohio village, wholly in 
the dark, shone over the roofs and 
gardens of Granada, and I was no 
icnger a boy of 17, but altogether a 
man of 74.

Campaigning for 9-Hour Day 
in Furniture Trade. 

An echo of the Grand Rapids furni- 
ture strike of last summer comes in 
the movement for a nation-wide nine- 
hour day in the furniture trade. 

“At the last semi-annual meeting of 
the National Furniture Manufacturers’ 
Association, Robert W. Irwin, of the 
Royal Furniture Company, of Grand 
Rapids,” says The Survey, “moved for 
consideration by the association of the 
possibility of establishing a nine-hour 
day. He was heartily backed by the 
whole Grand Rapids delegation, and a 
committee of twelve, representing the 
various furniture centers, Was ap- 
pointed with Mr. Irwin as chairman, 
to study working conditions in the 
furniture anqg other industries through- 
out the country. 

“The committee has collected data as 
to hours of labor in other industries 
designed to show that 
and spirit of the times is in the di- 
rection of the shorter work day and 
that in many directions progress has 
been made; that, insteag of pioneer- 
ing, the furniture industry in agopting 
the nine-hour day will be falfing ‘in 
step with the general tendency. ‘The 
data also includes what has been and 
is being done in the furniture industry 
itself by the independent action of in- -_ 
dividual manufacturers toward the re- 
duction of the work day at Jamestown, 
Rochester, Chicago and other points. 

“As soon as the data is completed a 
series of ‘campaign’ meetings will be 
arranged at the various furniture cen- 
ters and the effort will be made 
create such a sentiment in favor of th . 
nine-hour work day that its adoption’ 
as the standard for the furniture ia- 


dustry will be certain.”
